It strikes the layman as extraordinary that the navy de- 


partment should have to appeal more than once to the other 
departments of the government to use the navy yards of the 
country for the repairing of vessels maintained by those de- 
partments, says the Charleston News.and Currier.

on account of (he difference in the number of hours constitut- 
ing a working clay, the private yards are usually able to under 
bid the government plants, the difference is very small, and, 
it is said, will soon disappear, since, the private ship builders 
will have to adopt before long the government eight hour 
basis. To let this small difference deprive the navy yards of 
government work is economy of a very short sighted kind 
and indicates a ralhcr surprising lack of co-operation among 
"the different branches of the government service.
